Only very few Uplanders. are 
on the WPA rolls and who are 
working on the government's 
work relief program, it was re- 
vealed in a survey by The Up- 
land News today. More than 300 
men and women are working on 
the various WPA projects in 
Upland, Alta Loma and Cuca- 
monga, but most of them come 
here from other citica in the 
county. 

One of the biggest WPA pro- 
jects in the district is the ficod 
control and water conservation

Upland is providing: fewer per- 
eons for the WPA rolls than al-

WINDBREAKS CAN 
-SOLVE- PROBLEM 


Soil Erosion End Seen If 
Growers Agree to Aid 
in Program 


If thousands of trees are 
planted throughout the western 
end of San Bernardino county a 
gigantic system of windbreaks 
will be the result and the prob- 
lem of soil erosion by wind will 
be solved. 

‘At least that is the opinion 
of Charles F. Blias, technician 
for the United States department 
of agriculture, who was in Up- 
land yesterday to announce a 
meeting of interested persons in 
Fontana. The meeting will be 
held July 20. when the gen- 
eral program of planting dis- 
trict-wide windbreaks will be dis- 
cussed, 

The tree planting program can- 
the government and members of 
the CCC camp near Cucamonga 
will set them out providing 
enough property owners show in- 
terest in the program. Charles 
W. Petit of the soil conservation 
service of the agricultural depart- 
ment, will speak at the meeting 
to outline plang for the project. 

The tre planting programe can- 
not be realized unless there is 
sufficient interest on the part of 
property owners, according to 
Mr. Bliss, who has made a sur- 
vey of the situaticn and who has 
figures to prove that wind ero- 
sion may be stopped. It is upto 
the property owners to agree to 
assist in preparing the soil and 
to water the trees, the official 
said. 

Announcement will be made 
later concerning details for the 
meeting.

Total of $2,300,000 in state 
funds will be expended in this Highly accomplished in the 


county during the 1987-39 bi- 
ennium for improvement and 
construction of state institutions. 

Most of ‘this total will go into 
the new Rincon prison to be built 
near Chino for first offenders, 
but an allotment of $268,000 has 
been made for improvements at 
‘tthe Patton state hospital. 

The allotment for the prison 
construction is $2,000,000, 
enough for the first unit of the 
$9,581,148 institution. In addi- 
tion to the state’s share the WPA 
will provide $1,527,000. 

The prison will be constructed 
of reinforced concrete and will 
be surrounded by a huge wall 
and fencing. Its site is now in 
the process of condemnation in 
the superior court. It is estimat- 
ed that three and one-half years 
will be required to complete the 
prison.

Manufacturing of dress driers and air cooling equipment is 
rapidly growing into an Bnportent, _ 
industry here. The company head- | * 
quarters and manufacturing plant | 
are located on East Twenty- fourth | 
street, a short distance east of Euc- 
lid avenue. Owners of the company | 
are T, H. Kendall, R. S. Briggs and 
Martin Gibson, all Upland resi- 
dents. In addition to these three 
men, there are nine employes. 


Getting the major attention of. 
the company at present is manu- 
facture of air cooling equipment, 
30 units being manufactured each 
week. San Joaquin valley is the 
center of the major sales effort at 
present but the units are being 
placed elsewhere in the state. 
Equipment to condition the air and 
cool the atmosphere in an average 
five room house costs $85. The op- 
eration cost is less than a cent an 
hour, according to Mr. Kendall. 
These units are being sold in San 
Joaquin valley now due to the in- 
tense summer heat and the ready 
market for something there that 
will keep houses cool. The unit, 
made locally, 1s much cheaper than 
competitive units with the result 
that sales are rapidly increasing. 


The Cal-Air Products Co. dress 
driers are sold nationally, a dis- 
tributing company with agencies 
extending from Seattle, Wash., to 
Tampa, Florida, selling the local 
product. This is an appliance used 
by dry cleaning establishments in 
drying dresses. It has had a ready 
market and the demand for this | 
product gave the concern a good! 
start. Later, the air cooling equip- 
ment was developed and less ~ 
tention is given the dress drier. 


While the company has aii’ 
considerable progress since its in- 
ception Mr, Kendall anticipates a 
greater growth in the future.

IS 6.42 PER CENT 


Count y Collections Best in 
Many Years as Payments

Tax delinquency in the county 
for the tax-paying period just 
ended was 6.42 per cent, the low- 
est in many years. The delin- 
quency rate last year was 7.33 
per cent. 

In other words of the $4,203,- 
582.26 in taxes for 1936-37. all 
but $269,971.94 was collected. In 
view of the large tax bill the de- 
linquency is exceptionally low. 
according to John W. Batchelor, 
tax collector. The figure igs also 
low in view of the damage suf- 
fered in the cold weather early

The delinquency, while 
reaching pre-depression levels, 
is showing a steady downward 
trend. During the normal era.

Chaffey Is Experimenting 


Some very interesting experiments will be made by Chaf- 
fey high school and junior college teachers in new positions 
during the next school year. Herschel R. Griffin, as assistant 
superintendent, not only will teach psychology but will also 
give special attention to development of a curriculum that will 
better fit the needs of the students and create a more eultural 
and spiritual atmosphere on the campus. 

A physician-instructor, yet to be selected, will be on the staff 
for the first time. 

Leo Wadsworth will center his thought and efforts on a 
program for young men of junior college age and above. Among 
other things he will conduct an employment bureau for the jun- 
ior college graduates. He will contact industries and concerns, 
learning just what they want in personnel and then find the mn 
for the positions. A recreational and vocational training pro- 
gram also will be a part of his work. Mueh of his work will come 
under the ‘‘night school’’ program and as such his salary will be 
largely provided by income other than direct from. local tax- 
payers. 

Just what these three men mentioned here are definitely 
going to do is not known. Chaffey board members admit the 
positions are experimental. 

Look at the Chaffey campus now—then recall what it was 
only a few years ago. Great things have been accomplished in 
creating a beautiful campus. In material buildings, the campus 
is well equipped. 

And so, it is the aim in the new program to give more at- 
tention to the educational, cultural, spiritual and practical side 
of dealing with students. If the board and the faculty succeed 
in accomplishing as much along this line as they have along 
the material line, the results will be well worth the effort, and 
we believe most people will watch the developments with keen 
interest. 

Perhaps no official body has been subjected to as much 
criticism in recent years as has the Chaffey board. <A lot of 
money has been spent. A huge sum—$478,444—is going to be 
spent during the 1937-38 school year. The board is being crit- 
icized right now for increasing the new budget four per cent 
over the 1936-37 budget. In actual figures the increase is 
$19, 373. 

Perhaps these increases should not have been made ; perhaps 
they should. Cost of living is inereasing. Cost of materials 
used in operating the buildings is higher. Before many months 
there will be a new classroom building on the Chaffey campus 
and a new gymnasium on the campus of the branch high school 
at Fontana. : 

We are not defending or criticizing the Chaffey board, 
merely pointing out that an increase in the budget is not out of 
line in view of the upward swing in the cost of everything. 

Given here for analytically minded persons are Chaffey 
high school and junior college budgets for 1936-37 and the pro- 
posed budgets for 1937-38. Slight changes may be made in the 

new budgets before they are officially adopted. A comparisor 
can be made, nevertheless.

Within another thirty days, or thereabouts, Ernest Booth, 
bank bandit and jail-breaker par excellence, but better known 
in the world of letters as a convict author of remarkable ability, 
will ‘‘escape’’ from Folsom prison. But at this time there will be 
nothing sensational about his escape. He is being released on 
parole to be hospitalized so that he may fight for freedom from 
pulmonary tuberculosis in the free air of a California mountain 
resort. 

Booth’s life story is a perfect dramatization of the fact 
that crime doesn’t pay. The man who wrote ‘‘Stealing Through 
Life’? —and who did just that for some 20 years, escaping jail 
six times, holding up a bank to finance his honeymoon and tak- 
ing what he wanted where he found it—made more money with 
honest writing effort behind prison bars, than he ever made 
with dishonest enterprise on the outside. 

Just what started Ernest Booth on the highway of crime is 
known only to Booth and a few of his intimates. Even judged 
by the most practical financial standards, he would have been far 
better off to have substituted a typewriter for his automatic 
years ago—and now, fighting an uphill battle for life, he is to 
do just that. Booth still owes a big debt to society. He can 
best pay that debt by giving us beautiful prose as an offset to 
his bad deeds. Let’s hope he does his adventurous living hence- 
forth in the land of illusion—where we can all participate in his 
escapades and joy in doing it.
